HEN Doctor Tobias Mathew, the Archbishop of 
\ \ York between 1606 and 1628, gave his books to 
the City of Bristol he was not only assisting in 
the foundation of what was to become one of the principal 
reference libraries in England but he was also ensuring 
that this library should have for all time a small collection 
of early printed books. This small collection has been 
added to by various benefactors—special mention should 
be made of the gift of Emanuel Green in 1920—and to-day 
the people of Bristol take pride in the fact that they have 
a library with a continuous history of nearly three and a 
half centuries. 





One of the most important tasks of a library service is 
to ensure that our cultural. heritage is preserved and there 
can be little doubt that for nearly five hundred years the 
printed word has been the principal means of communi- 
cating knowledge and inspiration. To-day the rdle of the 
book is more important than ever it was and in this ancient 
City and County of Bristol it is gratifying to know that 
from the small beginnings of Robert Redwood’s lodge and 
Tobias Mathew’s books there has been created a Central 
Library with fifteen branch libraries throughout the City, 
carrying in all a stock of half a million volumes and serving 
more than one hundred thousand registered readers.

It was agreed to take part in this scheme and a survey 
of English books printed up to 1640 was carried out. This 
survey disclosed that there were 300 titles in the Bristol 
Reference Library which were listed in Pollard and Redgrave 
and 51 titles not so listed. These books were checked and 
recatalogued to conform with the entries in Pollard and 
Redgrave and the result is now published in this catalogue 
which is intended to serve not only as a list of books in the 
Bristol Reference Library printed in England and Ireland 
up to the year 1640 and of English books printed abroad 
during the same period but also as a small supplement to 
Pollard and Redgrave. 


The illustration on the front cover and the illustrations 
appearing in the text are taken from the 1577 edition of 
Holinshed’s Chronicles. The printer’s device at the end of 
the text is that of Richard Pynson and is taken from the 
Promptorium parvulorum of 1499. The end piece comes 
from the Common places of Peter Martyr printed in 1574.
